General  Water  Supply. 

An  additional  Bore-bole  has  been  put  down  at  the  Waterworks. 

Thirty-two  villages  have  a  piped  supply,  and  of  these  four  are 
supplied  by  Lincoln  Corporation.  70  new  connections  have  been  made 
during  the  year. 

Nearly  167  million  gallons  of  water  were  used  during  the  year,  this 
being  very  nearly  50%  more  than  the  previous  year,  which  w^as  50%  more 
than  the  year  previous. 
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Housing. 

No  Council  Houses  have  been  built  during  the  year,  but  ten  (war-time) 
houses  have  been  allocated  to  be  erected  in  1944,  two  m  each  of  the 
following  parishes  : — Apley,  Bardney,  Cammenngham,  Owmby  and 
Welton.  As  previously  stated  a  large  number  of  houses  will  be  required 
to  be  built  in  country  districts  with  as  many  essentials  as  possible  to 
provide  the  workers  with  a  decent  standard  of  comfort. 

Overcrowding  is  taking  place  in  most  of  the  parishes  in  every  County, 
and  the  Government  is  expected  to  give  every  Local  Authority  guidance 
on  this  very  important  subject.  If  houses  are  not  provided,  then  the 
agricultural  worker  will  migrate  to  town. 

Owners  of  property  give  orders  for  repairs  to  be  carried  out,  but 
weeks  elapse  before  these  can  be  done,  labour  and  material  always  being 
difficult  to  obtain. 

Sewage. 

As  previous  reports  show,  there  are  several  villages  where  schemes 
are  held  up  .until  after  the  war.  A  new  sewer  has  been  put  down  at 
Normanby  (420  ft.) 

Scavenging. 

This  work  is  still  being  carried  out  by  contract,  as  in  my  previous 
report,  and  a  few  complaints  were  received.  After  the  war  the  Council 
should  carry  out  this  work  in  every  village  by  direct  labour. 

Salvage. 

A.bout  31  tons  of  paper  have  been  collected.  The  W.V.S.  have 
undertaken  the  work  with  no  cost  on  the  rates  except  transport.  About 
2  tons  of  bones  and  1  ton  of  rags  have  also  been  collected.  We  hope  to 
improve  upon  these  figures  next  year — as  soon  as  we  obtain  a  10  cwt.  van. 
This  will  be  used  to  collect  from  the  parishes  and  then  taken  to  our 
Central  Depot  at  Nettleham  for  sorting,  baling,  etc.

GENERAL  REMARKS. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

We  are  still  pursuing  our  ob]ect  of  totally  protecting  our  young  folk 
against  this  dread  disease.  We  have  at  the  end  of  1 943,  29.6%  of  children 
under  3  and  37.7%  of  those  between  5  and  14  protected,  an  increase  of 
10.1%  and  5.4%  respectively.  There  is  definite  improvement  but  it 
must  be  very  much  more  to  be  truly  satisfactory. 

I  must  again  draw  your  attention  to  the  necessity  for  absolute  clean¬ 
liness  m  milk  production  and  handling.  We  are  proud  to  have  one  of 
our  councillors  as  a  producer  of  ‘  1  ubercuhn  tested’  milk,  as  well  as 
24  accredited  producers.  Simple  cleanliness  in  milking  and  m  churn 
washing  and  sterilising  must  be  a  sine  qua  non  ;  though  1  know  that 
shortage  of  staff  definitely  militates  against  increased  production,  yet 
it  need  not  and  must  not  lead  to  forgetfulness  of  that  simple  rule  of 
life — cleanliness. 

There  have  been  improvements  in  individual  producer’s  records 
stimulated  by  the  watchfulness  of  your  inspector  and  the  County  Council  • 
Staff  for  this  purpose. 

In  earlier  war  years  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  was  one  of  our 
major  dreads.  This,  at  least  in  your  area,  seems  to  have  been  less  gloomy 
in  the  fact  than  in  the  forecast,  which  pays  a  compliment  to  the  rationing 
system  generally  and  the  accessory  food  produced  locally. 

Suicide  as  a  cause  of  death  was  negative — a  supreme  compliment 
to  the  morale  of  our  country  folk. 

We  now  possess  in  ever  growing  quantities  another  great  killer — 
of  germs — Penicillin.  This  wonderful  drug,  though  really  a  mould, 
which  caused  us  in  times  gone  by  to  cast-out  neglected  cheese,  has  had 
enormous  effect  in  saving  our  wounded  men,  and,  fortunately  it  works 
complimentary  to  the  great  M.  &  B.  group  of  drugs.  When  this  becomes 
generally  available  and  medical  hands  are,  in  general,  able  to  work  with 
it,  we  should  have  a  further  reduction  in  our  mortality  rate. 

Once  more  I  wish  to  tender  my  sincere  thanks  to  your  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  his  continual  steadfast  service.
